CLARENDON, Ark., Aug. 10.—Four of the 
negroes implicated in the assassination of 
John T. Orr, on the night of July 30, were 
hanged by a mob of 200 citizens to the tram- 
way of the Halpern sawmill, which stands 
about 100 yards in the rear of the jail. 
The four hanged were: 

Will Sanders, the one who fired the shot 
that killed Mr. Orr. 

Rilla Weaver, the mother of Senders and 
cook in the Orr household. 

Dennis Record, the hoodoo doctor and 


conjurer, who tried to poison Orr with 
boiled snake heads. 


Manse Castle, who volunteered to do the 


job and transferred It to Sanders. 
Miss Rachel Morris, once prominent 
Clarendon society and friend of the mur- 
derers, charged as accessory before the 
fact. and Susie Jacobs, a negro woman, 
accessory after the fact, both have disap- 
peared and the-r whereabouts are un- 
known to the officers. Had they been in 
jail they would have shared the fate of the 
others last night. 

Mrs. Orr was in the corridor of the jall 
when the mod entered. She had taken 
something, supposed to be polson, with sul- 
cidal intent, and Dr. P. E. Thomes says 
she will dle. 

The leaders of the mob exam‘'ned Mrs. Orr 
critically and passed her, but many of them 
favored taking her with the rest. She has 
little pulse this morning, is Dreathing heav- 
ily, and death seems to be but a matter 
of a few hours.

THE ATTACK ON THE JAIL. 

Last night only the jailer and two dep- 
uties, R. F. Milwee and A. E. Howard, 
were at the jail, it being felt that the law 
would be allowed to take its course. Mr. 
Milwee made an earnest effort to prevent 
the mob from taking his prisoners, going 
so far as to give-out the statement that 
he had twenty-five guards behind him 
and would eertainly order them to fire 
should an attempt at forcing the door’ be 
made. 

The crowd hesitated a moment, parleyed 
a short while and forced the outer door 
Mr. Milwee, seeing further resistance would 
be useless, turned over the keys and un- 
locked the combination doors to the cells. 

The negroes were hanged from the ele- 
tramway of the Halpern saw mill, 
they remained until 9 o'clock this 
morning. Great cfowds viewed the grew 
some sight, and it was indeed a terrible 
spectacle. A woman and three men dang: 
ling six feet from the ground with ropes 
cut deep into their necks. 

The negroes seem to indorse the lynch- 
ing, and many of them are open in their 
expressions of satisfaction over the death 
of Dennis Record, whose arts of hoodo« 
and conjuring made him an object of dread 
and fear to them. It appears from letters 
received by Mrs. Orr in the name of hes 
cook. Rilla Weaver, through whom all th 
correspondence was conducted, that Mrs 
Orr and Rachel Morris were to remain 
here until Mr. Orr's tnsurance money was 
collected and then go to New York, where 
they were to meet two men and form a 
theatrical company.

THE LYNCHING WAS EXPECTED. 


No man In the entire community could be 
found who did not believe a lynching would 
be the deplorable climax to the horrible 
tragedy which occurred here on the night 
of July §%, In which John T. Orr lost -his 
life. He waa a popular young business man, 
and the very nature of the deed was one of 
that shocking character which so frequent- 
ly results in summary punishment to evil- 
doers in the South. 

The entire cdunty was horrified at the 
details of the affair, and when the negroes 
who were implicated In the murder were 
landed behind the bars it ts more than 
probable that they would have been lynched 
without further ado Dut for the fact that 
prominent citizens plead with the infuri- 
ated masses to desist until all the crime 
could be ferreted. 

The first arrest was that of Will Saun- 
ders, and at the Coroner's inquest it devel- 
oped that he was the man who fired the 
fatal shot.

The negro was scared nearly to death, 
and finally sent for the man who reared 
him. He eaid he wanted to die, and this 
was an opportunity too good for the offi- 
cers and the confidant to allow to escape. 
Quinine was sent for, and when given half 
of it his confession came. 

Friday, when Manse Castle was placed 
under arrest, Mrs. Orr sent for a Methodist 
preacher here, but he declined to attend 
her. The people tell that she showed much 
grief at the death of her husband, but said 
that she was stricken more sorely when 
the negro was captured than ever, for the 
reason that she feared he would reveal the 
details that led to the crime. 


GOSSIP THAT GAVE A CLEW. 

Ricord was the second man _ arrested. 
One of the tales told of him is that he 
tried to polson Mr. Orr by the administra- 
tion of bolled snake heads and lizards in 
coffee. Besides this he tried the usual 
hodoo game, but after a month of experi- 
mentation, it is said, he gave up the job 
as futile, contending that his victim's hide 
was too full of ailver. 

It was a bit of gossip exchanged by him 
to another negro named Bob Fields that 
gave the officers their first tangible clew. 
They pursued it with a diligence that re- 
warded them considerably further than 
had been anticipated. That gossip was ex- 
changed probably two months ago, and 
was to the effect that Mrs. Orr wanted to 
get rid of her husband, and would pre- 
sent the man who did the work the sum 
of $200. It was told the Sheriff, and sub- 
sequent developments ied to the’ summon- 
ing of Miss Rachel Morris, who corroborat- 
ed the tale. 

Miss Morris said the murdered man and 
his wife had never gotten along well to- 
gether, and that he abused her. This state- 
ment is corroborated only by that of Mra. 
Orr afd the old cook, Rila Weaver. It is 
said the cook unbosomed herself before the 
Coroner's jury, but details of her statement 
cannot be secured officially.

TROOPSHIP ON FIRE AT SEA 


Thrilling Incident During the Voyage 
of the Philippine Expedition.

MANILA BAY, Aug. 4, via Hong Kong. 
Aug. 10.—The third Philippine expedition fe 
here, 22 days out from Honolulu. Never did 
an expedition encounter more dangers or 
endure more perils. On the voyage six men 
and one officer died and 30 more were taken 
sick, Typhoid and meningitis played havoc 
on the transports, Two firemen went insane 
and leaped overboard. But fire was the worsi 
peril of all. 

The fleet of transports and their convoy, 
the monitor Monterey, were three days out 
from Hawall when fire was discovered 
aboard the transport Morgan City. One of 
the crew reported to Capt. Dillon that there 
was a blaze in the coal bunkers. 

“Get out the hose,’ whispered the captain 
to the first mate. 

At midnight, when all the troops were 
asleep, Capt. Dillon assembled the crew 
and told them the news. Every man was 
pledged to secrecy. To let the soldiers know 
that they were over a raging fire would 
precipitate a panic. 

Silently the men coupled on the hose and 
the stealmpipes. Then they began battling 
the flames in the hold. Next morning the 
fire was as flerce as ever. Night and day 
the heroic crew fought the fire, but with 
little success. And still the troops aboard 
did not know that a fire was burning be- 
neath their feet. 

The Morgan City fell off in speed and 
the whole fleet was delayed. Capt. Dillion 
did not signal the flagship. He kept his 
men at work fight'ng the flames in the 
bunkers while the troops went about on 
deck all unconscious of their peril. 

The bunkers were still »urning when the 
Morgan an arrived here. Then for the 
firat time the troops learned of their dan- 
ger. The flames were extinguished after 
the ship had been fn port a few hours. 

On board the Morgan City were @0 men 
of the Idaho Volunteers and a detachment 
of Nebraska Volunteers. 

The next most interesting incident of 
the voyage Was the sight of the active 
volcano, Faralien de Pajaros. The ships 
passed it on the night of July 2, when it 
was in full operation. A column of flames 
mounted far into the alr and illumined the 
sea. The men crowded to the rails and en- 
joyed the spectacie until it sank beneath 
the horizon, leaving only a pillar of fame 
mirrored in the clouds. 

All through the voyage a watchful eye 
was kept for hostile eail, but none were 
seen. All the talk was of Camara and 
his fleet that was to do so much.

Incidents on ths Train Show Agree- 
ment of Stone and Stephens.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 10.—Stuever's 
Rough Riders, who were not so rough after 


ish white labor. Why should we now admit 


all, arrived safely at 8:30 o'clock last night, 
after a journey of thirteen hours through 
the most beautiful and the most fertile 
sections of Missouri. 

The scenery and agricultural advantages 
of the country, however, were not one two 
three in a race with the commissary de- 
partment for popularity.

keting with a lot of politicians. 

A. CC. Steuver, the cicerone of the expe- 
dition, played this role well. He occupied 
a private stateroom most of the way down, 
only showing himself to the crowd occa- 
sionally. Into his presence went the chosen 
few for frequent consultations—Excise 
Commissioner Charles P. Higgins, Judge 
James McCaffery, Hugh J. Brady, Charlie 
Lemp, ex-Fire Chief Lindsay and Justice 
Spaulding. Mr. Stuever wore a dinky silk 
cap that made him look like the burgo- 
master of a Rhine village. He was sought 
after enough by country delegates who 
boarded the train en route to please any 
vanity any one might possess, and it is 
certain that he made a good impression, for 
he has a fetching way. 

When the train reached North Jefferson 
it was boarded by the Cole County delega- 
tion. Among these was Ben Vieth, pro- 
prietor of the Madison House, who imme- 
diately sought out Mr. Stuever and handed 
him an envelope. It contained a typewrit- 
ten communication from Gov. Stephens, 
which must have been of weighty import- 
ance, for Mr. Stuever read it three times 


} and then passed it over to Judge McCaffery. 


Mr. Higgins and Judge McCaffery read it 
together, and then they and Mr. Stuever re- 
tired to the privacy of the stateroom and 
held a long conference. None of the par- 
ties would reveal the contents of the com- 
munication. 

Editor McQuitty of Rochefort. who holds 
a job in the penitentiary by appointment of 
Gov. Stephens, boarded the train at Roche- 
fort with the Boone County delegation. He 
had a set of resolutions, typewritten, which 
he told- newspaper men were from Gov. 
Stephens. He wouldn't allow them to be 
read by any one. 

These resolutions, it was hinted by some 
parties, were prepared by Stephens to hide 
his alleged surrender to Stone on the plat- 
form issue. He and Stone have agreed, it 
appears, notwithstanding denials on both 
sides. Stone, it is now reported, is not to 
oppose a personal indorsement of Stephens 
and Stephens is not to oppose Stone's ex- 
pansion ideas. So it is said the Stephens 
resolutions were drafted to take the edge 
off the abjectness of his surrender tv 
Stone. 

Herry Hawes of St. Louis, who is Gov, 
Stone’s lieutenant, spent Sunday and Mon- 
day at Jefferson City and, although he ad- 
mite nothing, it appears that the final 
agreement was there made. One indication 
of this is the unanimity of opinion among 
delegates of both factions on the expansion 
question shown on the tfain, and by tne 
sudden intimacy that, has sprung up be- 
tween the two factions. Harry Hawes hob- 
nobbed with Hugh Brady and Joseph W. 
Folk and Charlie Higgins engaged in ciose 
conversation. 

The train stopped an hour at Sedalia. At 
a small station this side of Clinton the 
train was stopped and the entire St. Louis 
delegation climbed a steep hill and allowed 
itself to be photographed. While the crowo 
was posing Jack Williams, the ex-detect- 
ive, rode a bucking pony for the entertain- 
ment of the crowd. 

The train plugged along at an easy pace 
most of the way and the crowd spent the 
time gossiping, scwapping stories, fixing 
matters for their candidates and drinking 
beer. At Sedalia Joe Herrington and his 
wife boarded the train. Herrington got up 
from a sick bed to make the trip, but his 
wife is a host in herself as a campaigner 
and in half an hour about @ times three 
cheers had been given for her. 

Among the passengers was that distin- 
guished St. Louisan, Mr. John McGillicud- 
dy. alias “Cuddy Mack.” 

Jim Cronin spent his leisure moments 
stealing badges from delegates. He Kept 
this up until somebody pinned a badge 
to the base of his trousers and he encoun- 
tered the pin when he sat down. 

Ex-Lieut.-Gov. John B. O'Meara was a 
quiet passenger on the train. He has re- 
entered politics to a limited extent. and is 
deeply interested just now with Higgins 
and Brady in the nomination and election 
of ex-Mayor Edward A. Noonan to Con- 
gress from the Eleventh District. This 
fact alone magans that a large amount of 
harmony has been injected into the St. 
Louis Democracy. Mr. O'Meara believes 
Noonan will be nominated and elected. 

This is Mr. O’Meara’s first dip into poli- 
tics since the Chicago convention, when he 
headed the big Bland delegation. 

The work for the Stone expansion plat- 
form was carried on actively on the train 
by Messrs. Hawes, Folk and Thomas Ben- 
ning of the Jefferson Club. They used per- 
sonal argument and distributed hundreds 
of circulars bearing the Jefferson's Club's 
declaration.

| SYLVESTER SCOVEL’S STATEMENT. 
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An Explanation of the Incident at Santiago Which Led 
to an Exchange of Blows With Gen. Shafter. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Gen, Shafter struck me in the face. The 
blow was stinging, quick, and absolutely 
unlooked for. I answered it. 

Such was my offense in the public square 
of Santiago after the close of the entrance 
ceremonies, July 17, 1898. 

I had not signed the “articles of war.”’ 
never having applied for a military H- 
cense. Nevertheiess, I wag under military 
control and should have borne Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s blow. Whether Gen. Shafter had any 
provocation for striking me appears in the 
following detailed account of the whole 
affair. Enough men cognizant of the mat- 
ter are now in New York to substantiate 
this presentation of an incident, whose oc- 
currence I naturally regret. I awaited 
their coming before making any statement 


whatever to the public.: Meanwhile, the 
published accounts have been faise, inas- 
much as they have told only half the 


truth. Had I really done the things gen- 
erally ascribed to me, I certainly would 
have been shot. Grant would have or- 
dered a court martial for that purpose. 
Shafter would surely have done so. 
Shortly before the American flag was to 
be raised over Santiago Palace I assisted 
Lieut. Miley to gain the roof where will 
be the flagstaff. Gen. Shafter's son-in-law, 
a civilian appointee. and Lieut. Wheeler, 
son of Gen. Wheeler, were already there. 
There was no prohibition expressed or im- 
plied as to my going upon tne roof. Soon 
after Lieut. Miley ascended, I gained the 
extreme rear portion of the roof—practi- 
cally another. part of it. My head and 


Shoulders alone were above the ridge. I 
was fully 30 feet from the flagstaff; was 
out of sight from the officers in the square 


below, and could be seen onl} from the 
extreme opposite side of the square. In 
no sense was I an intruder and certainly 


[ had no such intention. I had chosen that 
position to be able to observe accurately 
every movement in the raising of the flag, 
and make that the feature of my account 
of the ceremonies. This minute observa- 
tion could. not be had from the square 
below, on account of a low parapet. 
Lieut. Wheeler saw me on the roof and 
Smiled when he saw nothing wrong in my 
pesition. Later Capt. McKittrick, Gen. 
Shafter’s son-in-law. turned and saw me 
taking notes. He asked Lieut. Miley: 
“Who is that man?” 


Gen. Shafter seemed pleased and stepped 
toward the ranks. 

All the men watched him. He spoke to 
an officer there. That officer turned about, 
faced the lines and called for “three cheers 
for Gen. Shafter."’ The men smiled. They 
cheered faintly. The Commander-in-Chief 
became intensely irritated. Apparently the 
officer had misunderstood Gen. Shafter’s 
order, and either that fact or the faint re- 
sponse to their cheers infuriated his chief. 

Although I noticed Gen. Shafter’s anger, 
I did not heed as much as I should have 
that he was very angry. What chiefly con- 
cerned me at the moment was that pres- 
ently I should have to leave the palace to 
forward my dispatches, and I sincerely de- 
sired to make an early explanation to Gen. 


Shafter concerning my presence on the roof.

SPATTLE, Wash., Aug. 10.—Further de- 
tails state there were 18 persons on the 
river steamer Jesele of the Columbian Ex- 
ploration Co., which foundered tn the Kos- 
kokwin River, Alaska, during a severe 
storm, July 28.

The steamer Jessie at the time of the dis- 
aster had in tow the barge M nerva, loaded 
with supplies.
